MONTREAL, Oct. 6.— At the annual 
meeting of the C. P. R. held at noon 
today the report of Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy was carried without discussion. 

The lease of the Oxford Mountain 
railway in the Eastern Township, Que- 
bec, for 99D years, was approved. 

A new by-law was submitted and ap- 
proved prohibiting spitting in station 
buildings or other premises of the com- 
pany, or passenger trains except in 
proper receptacles. 

Another by-law adopted authorizes 
James Kent, manager of telegraphs, to 
prepare a list of telegraph tolls, as pro- 
vided in the amendment to the railway 
act, 

A, G. Neville, of the London stock ex- 
change, moved a vote of thanks to the 
president and directors, saying that he 
had been associated with dealings in 
C. P. R. securities since tho inception 
of the company, and he would assure 
them there was no company whose 
shares were dcult in on the stock ex- 
change that had a finer or more honor- 
able record than the C. P. R. The 
property of the company was of world- 
wide importance to the investor, he- 
cause not only did it affect tho for- 
tunes of the millionaire, but also of 
those of the man of ordinary means 
and the man of ordinary means was rep- 
resented on the list of the company. lie 
felt that he was expressing the feelings 
of a good many who would like to bo 
present but for considerations of time 
and distance, when he said that English 
shareholders appreciated the services of 
these men who had brought the com- 
pany to this groat and honorn'olo point, 
presided over by Sir Thomas Shatighn- 
essy, not forgetting the chairman of 
directors, Sir Wm, Van Home. 

II. W. Birks, also a member of the 
London -stock exchange, seconded the 
motion In equally warm words of praise, 
and the motion was carried unani- 
mously. 

Sir Thomas Shaughnessv !n replying 
said: 

"It Is true," ho added, "that the 
growth of the company during the last 
ten years has been marvelous. I think 
equally marvelous changes will be man- 
ifest at tho end of another ten years. 

"I think the directors can say with 
confidence that few, if any, mistakes 
have been made in laying down their 
lines, and that little of the money that 
lias come from the shareholders and 
other sources has been wasted. The di- 
rectors can with equal confidence de- 
clare that no such thing as speculation 
or accumulation for personal or indi- 
vidual benefit has been known ' in con- 
nection with any of the affairs of the 
company.

R. Hosmer, Hon. Robert Mackay, and 
Hon. James Dunsmulr. whoso term of 
office expired today, were all re-elected. 
President's Remarks 
In moving the adoption of the re- 
port, the president said: "I beg to 
submit for your consideration and ap- 
proval the twenty-oigtith annual report 
of the company.

The 
valleys of the Columbia and Kootenay 
rivers, and the lands tributary to tho 
Okanagan and other lakes in British 
Columbia are rapidly being converted 
into orchards. The lumber Interests of 
tho mainland and Vancouver island are 
becoming of vast Importance. and 
every city and town west of Fort Wil- 



liam bears the marks of progress and 
prosperity. In the commercial .and 
manufacturing centres of 'Eastern Can- 
ada all of this Is being reflected In a 
most pronounced way, as indicated by 
the business activity and the growth of 
population in practically all the cities 
and towns reache'd by your lines in On- 
tario, Quebec and tho lower provinces. 
Beyond doubt wo are Justified In de- 
claring that the agricultural and gen- 
eral business interests of Canada are 
in splendid shape, and that the out- 
look for the company Is at this time 
more reassuring and more promising 
than ever before. 

The traffic prospects of the Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste Marie 
Railway company, commonly known as 
the isoo Line, are ^ also very satisfac- 
tory.

ST. JOHN. X. B„ Oct. 6.— At the meet- 
ing of the Maritime Presbyterian Synod 
today, the report of social and moraf> % 
reform took up much time. The report 
from Halifax In this connection says 
that bridge is a "craze and a curse." 
Corruption in elections In genera, was 
declared to show a material decrease. 

Dr. W. X. Smith, of Frcdorlcton. pre- 
sented the report, and in speaking of it 
Spoke strongly against Immoral post- 
cards, books and pictures. He dealt 
with tuberculosis and said it should be 
combattcd r iy the church. 

Rev. Dr. J. <!- Shearer, speaking of 
race track betting, said Canada was In 
l lio position where she receives and pro- 
tects the professional gamblers from 
the United States and the thugs and 
thieves who fljllow them. Petitions 
dealing with this question would be sent 
from the speakers office in a few flays 
lor circulation among tho electors. V"jie 
social and moral reform council was 
also pressing against social vice. Speak- 
ing of the white slave traffic, Dr. 
Shearer said that It was believed 00,000 
girls were lost in the United States and 
Canada this year. In the Kootenay one 
oT the girls rescued from that llfo was 
the daughter of a minister. 

Recommendations of the synod to the 
Dominion government were read. Tho 
tlrst, dealing with race track gambling, 
and the socond In regard to social vice, 
were adopted. 



OTTAWA, Oct. 0.— The second 
session of the eleventh parliament of 
Canada will open on Thursday, No- 
vember 11. This date was decided 
upon at a cabinet council held today, 
at which nearly all the ministers 
were present, the absentees being Sir 
Frederick Borden, Hon. Rodolphe 
Lemleux and the Minister of Justice. 

The sessional programme was dis- 
cussed, with the result of a decision 
that the few public measures which 
are to be brought forward next ses- 
sion could be made ready in time for 
the meeting of parliament on the 
date favored' by the prime minister. 
Tho ministers were encouraged to 
this conclusion by the forward state 
of the estimates, nearly every de- 
partment having obeyed the summons 
to have its financial requirements 
tiled early. 

The chief Item of the sessional bill 
of fare will, of course, be the legisla- 
tion necessary to carry out Canada's 
naval programme. This is, of course, 
a non-contentional feature, so far as 
party politics are concerned. If pro- 
longed discussion there shall be, it 
will be over the details of the scheme. 
Upon the principle, both parties are 
tacitly agreed. 

Again there Is the long delayed 
and much debated insurance bill to 
be finally disposed of. It passed the 
Commons Inat session, and . is to be 
dealt with by tho senate next session, 
but this means its reference to: ihe 
Commons In turn, and a further 
lengthy discussion of the measure In 
the lower house. 

The new bank act will perforce 
have to be put through, but it is 
understood that the amendments to 
the present enactment will not be so 
drastic as to evoke prolonged debate. 

November 11 will bo the earliest 
date upon which parliament has met 
since the second session of 1S96, 
when after the turnover of parties, 
the houses convened for the trans- 
action of business on August 10, 
Prorogation that session took place 
on October 5. 



At the unveiling of the monument 
addresses were dellveerd by the chair- 
man of the monument committee,, Chas. 
Barsutti, editor of Pregresso, an Italian 
newspaper In Now York; by Rear Ad- 
miral Marquis di Brochetti, representing 
King Victor Emmanuel, of Italy, ami 
by leaders of the Italian colony of the 
city. The monument was erected by 
public subscriptions taken up among 
the Italians here. 

The day's festivities were concluded 
with a reception given by the local com- 
mittee at Madison Square Garden to 
the officers and men of the Italian 
cruisers. 

Verruzano was a Florentine navigator, 
born about 1185, a few years before Co- 
lumbus discovered the New World. He 
was sent out on an exploring expedition 
by Francis 1 of Prance, and Is supposed 
to have sailed up the Jersey coast into 
New York harbor in 1 524. Verrazano 
rendered an account of his voyage to 
Francis 1. In the possession of tho 
New York Historical society Is a copper 
glooe, made in 1D1L', upon which In 
shown the region of the bay "Discovered 
by Verrazano." There Is also in the 
library of the College of the Propaganda 
Fide at Rome, a map of the new world 
made by a brother of the discoverer, 
showing the river now called the Hud' 
son. 

Tho monument unveiled today Is a 
heroic bust live feet in height, rest- 
ing on a pedestal seevnteen feet high. 
The only English Inscription on the 
monument Is an extract from the writ- 
ings of tho historian John Fiske, read- 
ing: "There can be no doubt, what- 
ever, as to Verrazano entering New 
^ ork harbor in 1621 " 



GALENA IN THE NORTH

Italians in New York Unveil 
Statue of Florentine 
Navigator 



XEW YORK, Oct. C— Contending that 
in the discovery of the Hudson river, 
as in the ease of the North pole, there 
Is "enough honor for two," thousands 
of Italians, smothered in Hags, bunting 
and gay uniforms, paraded down Broud- 
way to the battery this afternoon where 
they unveiled a statute of Giovanni do 
Verrazano. With no Intention to be- 
little the achievements of Houry Hud- 
son, Italians maintained that Verrazano 
discovered the Hudson In 1521, of 85 
years before the Half Moon's arrival. 
But the Florentine navigator, evidently 
regarding the stream as an ordinary 
one, left no detailed report of hla ex- 
ploration of the river. 

The parade today comprised two hun- 
dred and fifty Italian societies of New 
York and New Jersey, and others from 
Now Haven, Conn., Lawrence, Mass., and 
Saratoga, N, Y. Nearly 30,000 Italians, 
men and women, were mustered for the 
demonstration, and as they marched 
down Broadway they attracted great 
crowds of onlookers. Big floats repro- 
duced Verrazano'ii boat in flowers, while 
the paradcrs were arrayed in a riot of 
colors, such as only a Latin people can 
affect. Three hundred sailors from the 
Italiun cruisers Etrurla and Etna were 
hi the line of march.

KING EDWA 

TAKING PART 

His Effort to Avert Crisis on 
Budget Watched With 
interest 



LONDON, Oct. 6.— While the House 
of Commons Is concluding the com- 
mittee stage of the budget, the King, 
assisted by unofficial advisers, Is ac- 
tively intervening to prevent the crisis 
Which the government's financial pro- 
posals "threaten to precipitate." The 
house has accomplished its task, so far 
as consideration of the bill Is concerned, 
the last clause passing In committee 
after a late sitting tonight. The light, so 
far as parliament is involved, is ad- 
journed until November 10, when tho 
measure comes up for report. 

What the outcome of the King's Inter- 
vention will be few are willing to pro- 
phesy. The general public, who have 
tho greatest confidence In the King's 
diplomacy, are awaiting the return of 
Premier Asqulth from Balmoral Castle. 
The Premier spent the day tit His Ma- 
jesty's Scottish seat, where there have 
been long and earnest consultations 
directly between the King and the 
premier, and between the latter and 
Lord James Beresford, who has always 
taken a somewhat detached view of 
party strife. 

It Is rather a delicate matter for the 
King to intervene ip domestic affairs, 
and, as a matter of fact, this, is the 
first time he has openly done so. He 
has precedents for tills however, Queen 
Victoria having Intervened twice; on 
the Irish Church Bill, In 1869, and on 
the Reform bill in 1885, when she suc- 
cessfully acted as conciliator. The 
present Issue is more serious, but the 
public are confident that the King's 
statesmanship will be no less success- 
ful than that of his mother. During 
his absence, Premier Asqulth has been 
in touch by private wire with the 
members of his cabinet in London. 

The adjournment of tho house, which 
Chancellor Lloyd-George announced, 
will enable the leaders to consider the 
King's suggestions without discussion.

LADYSMITH, Oct. G. — Before dawn 
the last bedy hold entombed in Ex- 
tension Mines will have been recover- 
ed, thirty of the thirty-two being out 
at a. late hour tonight. 

Before darkness cume nine were add- 
ed to tho eighteen recovered yesterday. 
There were waiting relatives, brothers 
and fathers at the top of the slope. It' 
was a day of patient waiting and 
watching by the few whose dear ones 
were still held in the heart of the 
mine, with the eager rescuers pressed 
bock by the dispersing afterdamp, 
Their watching was poorly rewarded; 
though. After the live bodies had been 
released from No. 9 stall In tho early 
morning, the motors, whose glimmer- 
ing lights were eagerly watched as 
they came for over a mile adown the 
slope, came out with workers, but no 
bodies. 

Soon after noon tho motor came out 
drawing a truck In which two bundles 
of humanity, scorched by afterdamp, 
were covered with sacking. As the 
truck was switched from the covered 
pit mouth and pushed to the temporary 
morgue made out of the storehouse, it 
was followed by a gang of miners and 
others, who crowded In where the 
corpses were made out on new made 
stretchers, covered with sheets. 

These victims were John Bullitch 
and Mike Gustavo, a Slav, whose 
name is not positively identified. 

Soon after throe o'clock a similar 
scene took place. The watchers at the 
pithead siiw a distant glimmer, which 
gradually became brighter, and soon 
the motor emerged with the bodies of 
Oscar May man and Charles Salo, Firi- 
landers, who had been working in stall 
20 when the explosion occurred, and 
had been killed there. Five more re- 
mained when night came and the tired 
workers ceased for supper. The five 
bodies were close at hand. These were 
Herman Peterson, who leaves three 
orphaned girls and two boys, whose 
mother died but a month ago; Jack 
Wurgo, Thompson Parkins, William 
Rencotovltch, and Mike Dacolovltch. 
Caused by Shot. 

It was In John Bullitch's stall that 
the explosion took place. He, Wargo, 
and Kesserich wore working close to- 
gether. It is considered that a shot 
blown out from a drill hole made by 
Bullitch exploded the dust. H. F. 
Shepherd, mine Inspector, Is of this 
opinion, and the Idea of a pocket of gas 
is scouted. Inspectors Shepherd and 
Dick, accompanied by Manager Andrew 
Bryden made a thorough Inspection of 
the mine, and Inspector Dick was over- 
come with gas for the first time in 
many years. 

The explosion has not materially 
damaged the mine, although several 
extensive caves have been caused by 
the roof falling. Tonight the gas is 
being fast dispersed, and it will be a 
few days only before the mine can be 
used. 

If a mule which came dashing from 
the pit mouth this morning could speak 
It could have told a stirring tale, for 
the mule is the only survivor of those 
left in the mine. When rescuers were 
searching the stalls far beyond where 
the bodies were dragged out, they were 
startled by the sudden apparition of 
a mule, thoroughly frightened, dashing 
out of the stall to the slope, up which 
it galloped, pnsslng motors and scat- 
tering those at the mouth. 

Unlike in most mining disasters, 
there are no women to be seen near 
the mine, the bereaved being kept back 
at Ladysmlth, where the remainder of 
the thirty bodies recovered were taken 
before midnight, after coffins had been 
brought from Victoria, the local supply 
having been exhausted. The next few 
days will witness many funerals, three 
being set for tomorrow. 

Preparing Relief 

At a public meeting held this after- 
noon at Extension, called by Mayor 
Nicholson, a committee was appoint- 
ed consisting of the Mayor, Post- 
master Theodore Bryant, William 
Ball, John Stewart, A. Degcs and 
Rev. Robt. Wilkinson, formed to re- 
ceive subscriptions and relieve any 
suffering. John Stewart opened a 
subscription with }50, and a resolu- 
tion was passed that the mine man- 
agement be approached for permission 
to solicit a subscription in the mine. 
A telegram offering assistance was s "- 
read from acting Mayor Henderson, 
of Victoria. 

H, K. Shepherd, mine inspector, In- 
terviewed tonight, said the suggestion 
put forward by the Times that the 
explosion was due to a pocket of gas. 
Is absurd. No one had any Idea that 
such was the case. An official in- 
spection of the mine will commence 
tomorrow morning, attention having 
heretofore been given to getting the 
bodies out. 

"From the evidence seen, the ox- 
plosion took place between -2 1-2 and' 
3 levels, tho force of air having 
come down to 3 and up to 2 1-2 and 
blown out stoppings," said Mr. Shep- 
herd. "That's all tho evidence we 
have. As to the theory of a dust ex- 
plosion due to n blown out shot, this 
I note Is general, but until we havo 
made our examination nothing de- 
finite can he said. This Is a disaster 
t (Continued on Page It,;)

"The object of my world tour is to 
compare the troubles of labor abroad 
with our troubles at home. What has 
been the matter with the worltlngman 
is that he has always sublet his think- 
ing. He has let the great folk hear 
and sec, but now he is beginning to 
do his own thinking, and this develop- 
ment has disgusted a good many of 
the great folk. 

"The solidarity of labor is the hope 
of the world. I know a vast distance 
separates us and it is a little difficult 
to get enterprising newspaper proprie- 
tors to cable items of interest to the 
workers. The glories of empire are 
constantly boomed somehow, but the 
hope of the empire gets nothing but 
abuse. Rut while the press is not «1- 
wuys on our side yet we have the right 
of free speech, and if something or 
someone displeases us we have the right 
to say so, and it will be a sorry day 
for the British empire when they sit 
on that safety valve."

Among the more Important resolu- 
tions submitted t" the convention and 
unanimously adopted was that relative 
lo the coal miners' strike In Nova 
.Scotia in which charges were made as 
to the irregularities In the calling out 
cit the militia, imprisonment of pieket- 
crs and the reprehensible action of 
evicting strikers and their families 
from their homes, etc., and calling on 
the Dominion government to appoint a 
royal commission with labor re- 
presented thereon, to Inquire Into all 
the facts leading up to the action of 
employers and employees during the 
strike and for what reason or purpose 
the services of the militia were en- 
listed. 

The most Important resolution sub- 
mitted to the convention was that on 
International peace. The resolution, 
In addition to declaring against ag- 
gressive warfare provides means for 
the executive of the congress to get 
In touch with the different national 
federations of labor, to be present at 
and to take, the lend In any peace con- 
ference, national or International that 
lhay he called independent of, as a re- 
sult of the action of the executive of 
the congress. The debate arising 
from the introduction of this resolu- 
tion was characterized by a unanim- 
ity of opinion against aggressive war- 
fare, the necessity of the working 
class, who are the greatest sufferers 
and who have least to gain by reason 
of war, taking the lead In establishing 
peace among civilized peoples on a 
firm basis, was eloquent testimony to 
the awakening consciousness of the 
wage earners to the evils of war, the 
causes which lead to war and the 
means by which war will be buried In 
a common grave with other relics of 
barbarism.

The report or ,W.. H. -Trotter, British 
representative 'on (.'migration." was re- 
ceived with great satisfaction by the 
convention.

The proofs In posses- 
sion of .Mr. Trotter justilics him in 
questioning the common honesty even 
of some of the Army's officers and 
characterizing their immigration pol- 
icy as being In some respects not only 
unscrupulous but reprehensible. 

The report of the representatives of 
the congress on the .Moral and Social 
Reform Council .a' Canada was ex- 
tremely Interesting and Instructive. 
The report clearly shows that just In 
proportion to the programme advised 
bv labor representatives being put into 
operation will the work of the council 
be productive of good results. Labors 
representatives on the said council 
take the position that thp moral stan- 
dard of the individual or the commun- 
ity Is. as a rule, the reflex of the eco- 
nomic condition of the Individual or 
community; therefore to deal Intelli- 
gently and effectively with the reflex 
the cause itself must be dealt with. i. e. 
the means by which men and women, 
particularly women, are compelled to 
earn their bread. Judging from the 
report itself one is Impelled to conclude 
that the .Moral and Social Reform 
Council of Canada will In a short space 
of time become an auxiliary of the 
Trades and Labor Congress of Canada 
in building its energy- to so usher in 
better working and living conditions 
as to enable the moral tone of the peo- 
ple to rise proportionately. In con- 
clusion. It was demonstrated to the sat- 
isfaction id' your delegate that while 
the congress has its limitations, yet 
because of its growth numerically, its 
persistent agitation and education, its 
growing prestige In the minds of em- 
ployers and the awakening ol (ear and 
respect of It by parliaments, the con- 
gress has ample Justification lor its 
being In existence and merits I be sup- 
port ol' every trade union and central 
labor body in Canada. The education- 
al value' attaching to the debates on 
the different problems Introduced to its 
conventions is of the first Importance. 

The different view point taken by dif- 
ferent speakers and the free expression 
of opinion can only tend to glse each a 
wider View of the subject under discus- 
sion and a more Intelligent grasp of the 
question. This has been amply demon- 
strated In the case of the Asiatic prob- 
lem In this province by the hearty co- 
operation of the congress in all efforts 
to prevent the spread of the evils of 
wholesale Asiatic Immigration. 

Your delegate was gratified by the 
cordial reception given him from mem- 
bers 01' the convention from one end of 
Canada to the other. Victoria stands 
high in the opinion of the officers of 
the Congress. Special mention was 
made on the Poor of the convention of 
the commendable, promptness and relia- 
bility nf correspondence, etc., of Vic- 
toria's central labor body. Because of 
the reputation inude and maintained by 
your body In the work and counsels 
of the Congress the task of your dele- 
gate to command recognition and re- 
ceive the utmost consideration and even 
deference by the Congress as a whole 
was comparatively easy. 

Finally, the executive of the Congress 
commissions your delegate to bring you 
their fraternal greetings and best 
wishes for the prosperity and useful- 
ness of your centrnl body.

MILITARISM. 

Mr. J. W. Peterson, president of this 
Canadian Federation of Labor, ad- 
dressing the convention of that body 
said that he and his associates stood 
for the prelection of Canadian rights 
and the safeguarding of Canadian 
happiness. Ho declared for peace, but 
to that declaration added that Canada 
ought to ensure peace "by an assur- 
ance to any would-be aggressor that 
wo have rights and that 'we dare 
maintain them." He asserted that 
labor organizations are primarily op- 
posed to militarism, but thought it time 
for the members of unions to consider 
if they ought not to give a tacit ap- 
proval to any policy that will provide 
a means of defence commensurate 
with our national status. He drew 
attention to the fact that every male 
citizen of Canada may be called upon 
to hear arms in defence of his coun- 
try, and therefore he favors giving 
boys at school the rudiments of mili- 
tary training; which he declared 
would in his opinion promote good 
health and good citizenship. 

These views will commend them- 
selves to the great majority of the 
people of Canada. They are states- 
manlike. There are two elements in 
the community which are fond of de- 
nouncing what they are pleased to call 
militarism. One is largely made up of 
women, who affect to see In military 
drill an Influence calculated to produco 
bloodthirstiness among boys. Of 
course every bby, who received mili- 
tary drill at school, knows that this is 
perfect tommyrot. He knows that 
drill stimulates a feeling ot patriotism, 
because it makes him appreciate the 
nature of his obligation to his coun- 
try, but it never yet made boys anx- 
ious for war or favorable to war as a 
means of settling international dis- 
putes. On the contrary, it Is likely to 
sober their judgment by giving them 
a little idea of what war means. The 
other element is one that sees fit to 
look upon military force as a device 
whereby the poor are oppressed for 
the advantage of the rich. It Is use- 
less to say to such people that they 
cannot point to an Instance In Cana- 
dian history where a military force 
lias been used for such a purpose. 
They are buttressed in their notions 
by events that have taken place in 
oppressed nationalities. conveniently 
forgetting that In our land and In 
our times we have passed altogether 
beyond the stage when military force 
can be used for such a purpose. Out- 
side of these two elements, there is 
no opposition in Canada to the main- 
tenance of a system Of defence ade- 
quate to the necessities of the country. 
"What we would like to see would be 
every worklngman in Canada volun- 
tarily fitting himself to' defend his 
country in time of peril. They would 
all be ready to do so, if occasion arose, 
but unfortunately only a small pro- 
portion of them are prepared to do ac- 
tive service for lack of the necessary 
training. 

ABOUT "SAW-OFFS." 

Commenting upon the unseating of 
Mr. Fortier, recently M. P.. for Lotbi- 
niere on a charge of bribery, the Free 
Press of Ottawa asks why out of 21 
election petitions only six should be 
brought to trial, and it alleges that 
the party managers got together and 
arranged for a "saw-off." in tho other 
cases. It says that it does not care 
whether what it says hits politlcial 
friends or opponents and proceeds to 
remark

ped, it must be stopped at its source.

[t must be stopped at the. outset, and 
the onlv way to do this is to provide 
some tribunal which will sec to it 
that every election (if necessary, 
though we hope it would not be ne- 
cessary) should be probed to the bot- 
tom upon the petition of any stated 
number of legitimate electors. 

The present condition of affairs can- 
not last much longer. 

The law is sufficient, hut the law is 
not allowed to have its way. 

The party managers Intervene and 
prevent. 

Therefore, it is time to "stop the 
saw-off"; and we hope thai this Par- 
liament will not. have ended its life 
before some arrangement to that end 
will be reached.

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THE U. S. TARIFF 

An Influential element in the United 
States is undisgulsedly anxious as to 
tho effect of the new duties on pulp 
and paper, and generally upon Im- 
ports from Canada. The effect of the 
new tariff will be to impose an ad- 
ditional duty of 510,500,000 upon $42,- 
000,000 worth of goods imported from 
Canada, assuming the business be- 
tween the two countries to lie the 
same in amount as last year. The 
policy which has led to this state of 
things is the outcome of the demand 
of the paper mills of the United 
States for protection. Pulp wood is 
growing scarce in the United States, 
and the demand for pulp for the 
manufacture of paper Is rapidly in- 
creasing. Canada lias supplied a 
great deal of the wood, and the sev- 
eral provincial governments reached 
the conclusion that it was unwise to 
permit tlie uarestrlcted export of the 
raw material. This meant that larger 
paper mills would la- erected in the 
Dominion to supply tho United States 
market. There is nothing at all un- 
reasonable or unusual in this. A 
country lias a right to use its own re- 
sources In such a way as will best 
promote the Interests of its own peo- 
ple. No one pretends to deny this, 
lint the United States senators 
thought that they could coerce Can- 
ada into permitting the continued ex- 
portation of pulp wood. The result 
was the reverse of what was antici- 
pated. Quebec agreed to Join Ontario 
in prohibiting its export, and as none 
can be exported from British Colum- 
bia, there only remain New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia to get into line to 
stop the exportation of this wood en- 
tirely, for the forests of the Pacific 
Provinces need not at present be 
taken into account in this connection. 
Hereafter paper made in Canada will 
be subjected to a r^gvlar duly of $3.75 
a ton and a retaliatory duty of $'J.0O 
per ton. We fancy that the people 
of Canada can regard such a condi- 
tion of things with perfect equanimity 
and we venture the prediction that the 
United States will be a large hnpor- 
er of Canadian paper for the people 
must -have paper and they will have 
to pay the extra price. We do not 
think there is the least reason on our 
side of the line for any concern as to 
the effect of the Payne Tariff on the 
pulp and paper Industry. Our wisest 
policy seems to he to "stand pat." In 
regard to the general increase in du- 
ties and imports from Canada. It is 
too soon to say if thereby the im- 
ports from tills country will he de- 
creased. We have doubt on that point. 
The Increase was put on in tile hope 
that it would compel the Dominion 
to let the United States paper manu- 
facturers come over here and cut 
down our forests. John Norrls, 
chairman of the American Newspaper 
Publishers Association, anticipates a 
general tariff war between the two 
countries and lie says of it: 

Canadian retaliation will strike 
American exports as varying as coal 
and cotton iron and meat, fruit and 
automobiles, oil and live stock. But 
tlie most serious feature of the pros- 
pective war is that which affects 
wood products, valued at $30,000,000, 
brought Into the United States from 
the Dominion. 

Directly or indirectly all the masses 
who read for amusement or instruc- 
tion, must pay a tax upon knowledge 
for the benefit of derelict paper mills 
and trade between tie- two countries 
is to lie paralyzed. 



The consequence is that a boycott 
movement of enormous dimensions haa 
sprung up and that abstinence Is be- 
ing both eloquently preached anil rig- 
orously practised in the interests of 
Indulgence. 

Tho struggle lias taken its sharpest 
form on tho Rhline. Here both 
Socialistic and non-Socialistic trade 
unions, as well ns tlie. clerks' associa- 
tions, have put n ban upon all' houses 
of refreshments where the retail price 
of beer 'has been raised in a higher 
ration than Is strictly Justllied by tho 
new duty. 

As a result, the trade of many 
breweries has sunk to half of what it 
was. The brewers have now retali- 
ated by threatening to lock out their 
workmen unless an agreement is 
promptly come to with the trade uni- 
ons. 

At Boehum, so it Is announced to- 
day, a large proportion of tlie public- 
ans, who for a week or two had had 
their pumps standing Idle at the In- 
creased rates, have gone back to tho 
old prices. The news ran around 
like wildfire, and soon all of the beer 
houses In question were filled by re- 
joicing crowds, eagerly attempting to 
make up for lost time. 

The Socialist leaders are trying to 
induce their followers to pledge them- 
selves to total abstention till tho new 
tax is repealed and replaced by one 
which only touch.es the wealthier 
classes.

(Of course 
tlie brewers had to pay tlie tax in the 
first instance; if tlie government bad 
provided that no man could drink a 
glass of beer without first buying a 
revenue stamp, tilings might have 
been different; but German Ingenuity 
was not equal to the devising of such 
a scheme, and accordingly the brewers 
were called upon to pay. Now there 
Is one almost infallible rule about ex- 
cise or customs dues, the man who 
pays them in the first Instance col- 
li cts the money from some one else. 
So the German brewers put up the 
price of beer. Not only did they put 
i: up sufficiently to recoup themselves 
in the new tax, but they added a per- 
centage to cover a previous tax. This, 
was more than the people would stand 
and we are told: 



Tin' demand for a Canadian gold 
coinage is gaining strength. We are. 
quite sure that all commercial bodies 
In the West would be strongly in favor 
of such a step. A proposal has been 
made that half cents shall be coined. 
We do not like to think that condi- 
tions In any part of Canada are such 
tiiat half-cents are necessary, but II 
they an-, the coins ought to be struck, 
France is about to issue aluminum 
coins of small denomination, and tho 
suggestion is made that Canada should 
adopt this metal, ami follow the Bel- 
gian plan of piercing such coins witli 
a. bole so that they could not be mis- 
taken for silver. 

The news that Spain Is about to de- 
clare" war against Morocco is dis- 
quieting. Just at the present time war 
anywhere, in which European powers 
are concerned, is likely to prove dan- 
gerous to the peace of the world. A 
conflict between Spain and Morocco, 
If it could be confined to them, would 
not be very serious, hut its result could 
hardly fall to disturb territorial con- 
ditions around the Mediterranean. A 
report was recently put in circulation 
that Spain had agreed to place her 
possessions opposite Gibraltar at the 
disposal of Great Britain in case the 
latter should need them for military 
purposes at any time. It Is known 
that Germany feels that she ought to 
be consulted In any question affecting 
northern Africa, and tlie Interests, 
of [''ranee in Algeria make It Impos- 
sible for the either to remain a disin- 
terested spectator of anything con- 
cerning Morocco. These things may 
ouslly combine to create an exceeding- 
ly difficult situation, if Spain and 
Morocco go to war, although no doubt 
the efforts of the Great Powers would 
be to Isolate the struggle as fur as 
pussil.de.

Yesterday Mr. Justice Irving and a 
jury were engaged all day hearing the, 
ease of the King vs. J. Soteros, who la 
charged with the murder ol Antonio 
Jordan, near Plumpers Pass on the 
night ot" July 14, last, by stabbing him 
In the left leg, causing profuse hem- 
orrhage from which he died. The 
ease for the crown is being conducted 
by Deputy Attorney-General McLean, 
while the prisoner is defended by J. 
Perry Mills, K. 1 \ 

The crown rested its case at about 
5 o'clock and Mr. Mills on behalf of 
his client, opened the defense. In his 
address to the Jury he Intimated that 
his line of defense would be a direct 
denial of the charge. 

The evidence submitted to the court 
with the exception of tile medical and 
police evidence had all to be inter- 
preted, and consequently it was found 
impossible to finish the case last night 
and an adjournment was taken until 
10:30 o'clock this morning, (he jury 
being locked up for the night. 

Prisoner's Statoment.- 
, The evidence submitted did not pre- 
sent any sensational features. Chief 
Campbell of the Vancouver district 
police submitted a signed statement 
given by the prisoner to him utter be- 
ing cautioned In which he told of the 
happenings on the night of the alleg- 
ed murder. The statement was ad- 
mitted as evidence and read to the 
jury. 

A number of witnesses were exam- 
ined for the prosecution. Their stor- 
ies corroborated each other in all ma- 
terial details. On the 14th of . last 
July, they said, seven fishing boats, 
engaged on the Fraser river, left for 
Point Roberts. The occupants were 
Greeks. On arrival there each man 
had some drinks at a saloon and the 
party purchased four gallons of port 
wine, half a dollar being contributed 
by every Individual towards the ex- 
pense. The liquor obtained, the boats 
Bet off for Plumper's Pass, the inten- 
tion being on arrival to dig clams 
and have a "good tlmo." 

Everything -.vent as arranged, and 
there was no trouble until after all 
had gone to sleep In their respective 
boats between 2 and 3 o'clock on the 
morning of the 15th of July. Then a 
disturbance was heard on the prison- 
er's boat. A shout gave tile impres- 
sion that Sotero was attacking An- 
tonio Jordon, his partner, witli a 
knife. The former was found With a 
knife in his possession. It was taken 
from him aftei a scuffle and then it 
was discovered that Antonio was 
dead. Meanwhile Sotero jumped from 
the boat and swam ashore. 

on tlio resumption of the court af- 
ter luncheon the first witness called 
lor the prosecution was John Sotlrz, 
c.lio said that In' wont on Soteros' boat 
between the hours of !t and 10 o'clock. ! 
and remained there until 12 o'clock. 
When hi' left, the boat he went for- 
ward about 18 feet and dropped Ids 
anchor. Ills partner went with him 
at the same time and both went to 
sleep. 

Sounds of Quarreling. 

Witness said he and his partner 
went on Soteros' boat to have supper 
and drink wine. About an hour after 
returning to their boat they heard 
quarrelling on Soteros' boat. 

Witness said he struck Soteros with 
a big stick and he jumped overboard. 
The men on Soteros' boat were drink- 
ing and were more or less drunk. 
Witness was not 011 the boat when 
Antonio Jordan was asked to leave, 
because he wanted to light. 

The night of the murder was a very 
dark one, witness said, and he could 
only see about 20 foot away. 'When 
be left Soteros' boat there were a 
number of men on board. 

In reply to Mr, McLean witness said 
that when he went back to Soteros' 
boat after hearing the outcry there 
was beside the deceased man and the 
prisoner only himself and his partner. 
Dead Man's Cry. 
In reply to his lordship witness said 
that Antonio Jordan cried out that 
Soteros had a knife and had done him 
up. 

on cross-examination witness said 
that Antonio Jordan was not drunk 
when he and his partner left at mid- 
night to go home. 

An gel Petersen was next called and 
examined by Mr. McLean through an 
interpreter. He said lie left Point 
Roberts and went down to Plumpers 
Pass on the night of July 11. I re did 
not luio w what time lie.' arrived at 
Plumpers Pass, but it was about n oi- 
IO o'clock. 

On arriving at the Pass he anchored 
ills boat and went over to Soteros' 
boat where he hud a cup of port wine. 
After that ho went back to his own 
boat and prepared to retire for the 
night. lie laid down on the bed hut 
did not go to sleep. He lay awake fur 
Bonta time. 



Witness said he heard some one say 
that Antonio Jordan was killed. At 
this time there were severul men on 
the boat. Witness got up and saw the 
prisoner in the water. Prisoner was 
fifteen or twenty feet away from his 
boat. Prisoner was picked up out of 
the water by the witness and placed 
on his boat. Witness then went to the 
prisoner's boat after he had picked him 
up out of the water. 

On Soteros' boat was Antonio Jor- 
dan's body. The man was then dead. 
About a half 1111 hour afterwards he 
took prisoner and the body of the de- 
ceased man to Steveston and handed 
them over to chief Harris. 

Trying to Save Life. 

Under cross-examination witness 
said when he saw prisoner in the water 
he was swimming towards his boat, 
and endeavoring to save his life. lb 
made no attempt to escape. The ac- 
cused did not appear hurt when he ar- 
rived at witness's boat. Witness said 
ho only remained about fifteen min- 
utes in Soteros' boat. After wltnes: 
left the men were singing songs. This 
lasted about two hours. He heard no 
indications of quarrelling. 

Counsel for the defence pointed out 
that at tiie preliminary hearing wit- 
ness said he had heard quarrelling and 
voices calling out that they were eat- 
ing him up. 

Witness, continuing, said that he 
could not tell who were shouting out, 
and ho could not see them twenty feet 
away. Witness only knew deceased 
about ten days, blit knew the prisoner 
for about three years. When he saw 
Soteros" boat next morning one of the 
lamps was ..broken, and there wore 
signs of blood. There was no crockery 
broken. 

In reply to Judge Irving, witness said 
his boat was astern of Soteros'. 
Police Chief's Evidence. 

Chief Harris, of the Steveston police, 
said that at 0:fi0 o'clock on the morn- 
ing or July 15 he received a telephone 
message, and went to the water edge, 
where he saw two llshing boats. The 
last witness and the prisoner were 
there, along witli the dead body oC- 
Antonio Jordan. He went aboard 
Soteros' boat and noticed that It bad 
been the scene, of a struggle. There wai', 
blood from one end of the boat to the. 
other. The blood was all over the boat. 



even on the fish bones, lit' examined 
the body of the deceased, and found a 
wound on 'the inner side of the leg 
above the knee. The blood that mark- 
ed tho boat was trampled down. There 
was also blood in the bottom of the 
boat near the body. 

On the boat lie found a broken box 
and also a broken lamp. 

Chief Harris said he placed the wit- 
ness under arrest, and on his way to 
the station prisoner said he did not 
kill Antonio Jordan. lie then began 
talking some more, and witness warn- 
ed him that any statement lie might 
make might be used against him. 

On the afternoon Chief Constable 
Campbell came down to Steveston, and 
the prisoner made a statement. 

Dr. Hepworth saw the prisoner soon 
after tie was taken to the police sta- 
tion. Witness said he did not see the 
knife marked "exhibit 1" until the 
afternoon when It was handed by tho 
first witness to the chief constable. 

In cross-examination, witness said 
he knew the prisoner for twelve or 
fourteen years, and he was always 
orderly In his presence. The deceased 
was a strong powerful man. Witness 
said that prisoner had complained of 
Ills right side, and that his breath 
came in gasps. He said his ribs were 
liroken, and he had a bruise on his 
head. 

Chief Campbell, of the Vancouver 
district police, told of going to Steves- 
ton on the afternoon of July 15 and 
seeing the prisoner In the lock-up at 
that town. He warned the prisoner. 
Witness said the prisoner wanted to 
make a statement,' anil he took him 
out to a room and ngaln warned him. 
Tho prisoner made a statement which 
was taken down In writing, and now 
submitted to tho court. 

Story of Accused. 

In the statement prisoner told of go- 
ing down to Plumper's Pass, and how 
the fishermen had come to his boat and 
had some drink. The deceased got 
very drunk, and wanted to fight. Pris- 
oner said he told deceased to tak 
clothes and go home, as he was so 
drunk. Deceased grabbed him (tho 
prisoner) by the throat and fought 
witli him. Prisoner said he had a 
knife In his possession, but that he did 
not draw it, and that the cut must 
have occurred in tho rough and tumble

Here and There 



Tho Montreal papers all contain 
long accounts of the funeral of the 
Rev. Edmund Wood who for 50 years 
was rector of the Church of St. John, 
the Evangelist, In that city. Tho 
death of this good old man who was 
beloved by people of all Borts and con- 
ditions, recalls a movement of the 
early ipart of last century. He was 
one of the extreme High Church party 
In tho Church of England and was a 
true successor of Newman and Pusey 
and Keble. 

The bitterness of tho controversies 
of that time Is almost forgotten, but 
the influence of the holy lives and 
earnest zeal of many of the teachers 
of the Tractarlan party still goes on. 
The work for tho poor and degraded 
in tho slums of large cities, which they 
were among tho first to undertake, is 
now engaged in by thousands of good 
men and women of all creeds whoso 
hearts are tilled by the same love 
which led tho young clergymen of tho 
early part of the nineteenth century to 
give up all that made life beautiful 
and pleasant for the sake of helping 
their fellow men and women. 

Father Wood was one of a not very 
largo number of these clergymen the 
scene of whose labors lay In Canada, 
and Montreal Is a better city because 
of the years he spent there. The fol- 
lowing tribute of one of his parishion- 
ers will show how greatly he was be- 
loved. 

"An intellectual giant, yet endowed 
With the guileless simplicity of a 
child; possessing a memory stored 
with the richest treasures of ecclesias- 
tical lore, yet ready at all time to 

1 sympathize with and enjoy the every- 
day pleasures of the world; a stern 

| upholder of his beloved church and 
of all that he knew to be right, yet a 
man with broad sympathies for all 
Christian beliefs. A churchman with 
the courage of bis convictions, a mu- 
sician of rare ability and a lovor of 
children. Such was our beloved pas- 
tor, Rev. Edmund Wood, rector for 
Tiver 50 years of the Church of St. 
John the Evangelist, Montreal. To 
those whose happy privilege it was to 
know him Intimately he was indeed a 
veritable father in God. Never shall 
we see his like again. The rich and 
the poor this day attested their love 
for his memory, by Hocking In Im- 
mense numbers to his obsequies. The 
tears of old men and children, young 
men and maidens, were shed In abund- 
ance for the dear, good old man, who 
did so much to turn the hearts of 
the people of .Montreal to the worship 
of the Master, whom he so delighted 
to serve. This is written in sorrow, 
and as a slight tribute Co the memory 
of the departed 

"Our good old friend is gone, gone to 
his rest, 

"Whose social converse was itself a 
feast. 

"In morals blameless as In manners 
meek, 

"He knew no wish that he might 
blush to speak." 

II Is nearly 40 years since the Can- 
adian volunteers were called to quell 
the first rebellion in the northwest. Of 
those who took part in that campaign 
many are gone to their rest and others 
are growing old. It is said that the 
Ottawa government will be asked to 
grant the survivors pensions. This 
would be a fitting recognition of their 
services. 

It may well be that there are some 
of these veterans who are In comfort- 
able circumstances and who have no 
need of money. But if there are others 
whose path to the grave would bo 
smoothed by a moderate allowance It 
would seem a pity to force tnem to ac- 
cept what would really be a charity 
unless it were given to all. When we 
think of the wealth that comes from 
the great whcatfields of the middle 
west, Canada can well afford to be 
generous to the men who in the prime 
of their life fought to retain them for 
Canada. 
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which all should be welcomed, is quite 
inadequate for the purpose. Nothing 
that Mr. Ballev can do hns been ne- 
glected but with all his zeal he can- 
not make, the present room tit the 
needs of all who ought to be accom- 
modated there. 

Tho Ladies' Guild of the Seamen's 
Institute of whom Mrs. (Capt.) Troup 
Is the very energetic and clllciont 
president, has determined to remedy 
this state of affairs. The ladies feel that 
the men who land from the ocean 
going ships at this port are the sons 
and brothers and husbands of other 
women. They know that many of 
them arc homesick and that they will 
be the happier and bettor if they meet 
here with kindness and sympathy. 
They are determined that In the near 
future there shall be near the water- 
front a building where sailors can 
spend their spare time, where they can 
receive and write letters, where they 
can gather together for a religious 
service and where from time to time, 
social gatherings can be held at which 
these visitors can meet with kind 
friends and spend a pleasant evonlg. 
They ask the aid of their fellow citi- 
zens in this work. Already they have 
bought the land and obtained about 
half tho sum necessary for the new 
Institute. At the meeting to be ad- 
dressed by Mr. Crooks this evening a 
collection will bo taken up for this 
purpose and it is hoped that all who 
have an interest in this class of labor- 
ers will be prepared to contribute to 
this cause. To women especially the 
needs of the sailors should appeal. As 
individuals we can do nothing for 
them. But through the Ladles' Guild 
of tho Seamen's Institute we can do 
something to make each of them look 
forward with pleasure to the day when 
ids ship comes into the port of Vic- 
toria. 



Kipling has shown us In his poem 
how much of empty sound there Is 
in our praise of the British soldier. 
But though tile soldier is often mis- 
understood he is not almost wholly 
disregarded by his fellow mortals. 

But. if we except the songs which 
from their flavor of the Seabreeze and 
the rolling wave which we all love, 
the sailor Is almost absolutely un- 
known to the great majority of men 
and women in whose service he gives 
his life. 

What do the people in Victoria 
know of the men who bring to them 
the products of foreign countries or 
carry away our coal, our lumber and 
our fish to those who need them? In 
most cases absolutely nothing. There 
is a life by the waterside of which 
most of us are quite ignorant. Yet 
the men who call here periodically 
in the ocean liners or spend months 
in the city when the boats cease to 
run to northern ports, to say nothing 
of Hie hands on the ferry or coasting 
boats, have a claim upon the citizens 
Which we should not neglect. It is a 
disgrace that almost the only welcome 
they receive here is from those who 
are ready to profit by their weakness 
and that the best of them feel that 
they are safer on board ship than 
ashore. 

The Seaman's Institute which should 
be looked upon by all sailors landing 
safe and pleasant home to 



Everyone knows that, as a rule, wo- 
men's wages are low. This is the case 
in almost all tho tields of labor in 
which she engages. It Is to remedy 
the injustice from which women suffer 
in many of the occupations in which 
they engage that many women ask for 
tho suffrage. But it is thought by 
those who have studied the subject 
most deeply that labor conditions arc 
not governed by parliaments. 

On tho other hand II. has been prov- 
ed that through labor organizations 
men have been able to Improve their 
condition. It is only of late years 
that women workers have come to be- 
Heve In the wisdom of uniting for their 
own advancement and protection. 

A short time ago a. great convention 
was held in Chicago at which all 
classes of women workers wore repre- 
sented. It was shown there that one 
of the needs of women workers was 
tho thorough training which would 
raise them in the ranks of skilled la- 
borers. Another good to be accom- 
plished by the unions is, it was stated, 
the opportunity for self-improvement 
and social pleasures. Certainly tho 
life of the average working woman in 
a big city greatly needs brightening, 
and If the formation of unions will 
bring Into It cheerful pastimes and 
wholesome recreation, raise the stand- 
ard of women's work, and increase 
their wages, all who love their kind 
will hope to see the movement in their 
favor spread. 

The success of Miss Rose in organiz- 
ing Women's Institutes on Vancouver 
Island Is a matter of congratulation. 
The women who ljve on the farms of 
this island have not all been brought 
up on the farm. Many of them are in- 
experienced In tlie work that is needed 
in a farmer's house ami have little idea 
how mucli a woman can accomplish 
towards the success of farm life. Miss 
Rose is an experienced and clever wo- 
man, who is familiar with dairying and 
many other phases of farm life. She 
has much information to give that 
will be useful to all whom she meets, 
and she gives it in a most interesting 
way. 

But the most useful purpose to be 
served by these institutes is perhaps 
the social one. Women living on a 
farm often lead a lonely life. That 
they should have tlie opportunity of 
consulting with their friends and 
neighbors and of comparing their 
methods of working will give to their 
work a much-needed variety. Nothing 
is so good for any class of workers 
as friendly rivalry and competition. 
Women are very prone to follow a 
beaten track, and farmer's wives are 
no exception to the rule. It would be 
well if in every district on the Island 
a real live Woman's Institute were to 
be formed. 



one goes vacationing, a shower bath 
was not o particularly easy process.

Breaking a pro- 
mise to one's self unless changed con- 
ditions give one full right to exoner- 
ate one's self, seems to me as weak, if 
not as dishonorable, as breaking one's 
word to someone else. 

"To keep one's friend without capitu- 
lation, and to keep friends with one's 
self on the same hard terms," was part 
of Robert Louis Stevenson's creod. 

But that it is weak to break pro- 
mises to one's self does not mean that 
it is stronger to refuse to make them. 

On the contrary. 

I do not like the man who has got- 
ten to tho point where ho says at New 
Year's: 

"I will not make any resolutions be- 
cause 7 know I shall break them." 

The man who makes his resolutions 
with fresh enthusiasm and fresh hope, 
each year, oven if ho does break most 
of them, has a far better chance of 
getting somewhere than the one who 
makes none. 

But the. man or woman with whom 
your gold, your secret, or most preci- 
ous of all. your heart, can best be 
trusted is the one who can both make 
and keep bis promises to himself. 

For it is as true now as it was 300 
years ago: 

"To thine own self be true. 
And It will Tollow as the night the day, 
Thou can'st not then be false to any 
man.

ROBERT WHITE GAVE 

LIFE FOR "BUTTY" 



LADYSMITH, B. C, Oct. G. — Robert 
White, whoso body was among the 
five recovered early this morning from 
No. 4 ,west level, gave his life for a 
"butty." His body was found 
with an arm around Ismaster, 
whom he had refused to leave. White 
had debated whether he would follow 
Hislop, Colter, Gilson, Radford and 
tho operators who . were rescued by 
AleS. and James Shaw and David Gib- 
son. He decided to remain with Is- 
master and died with him. 

Irving's Story. 

David Irving, one of the men rescued 
by the party, said:.. 

"I had gone to the counter level from 
the main level, where I had been 
working, when I heard the shock, light 
at first, but the rush of wind which 
followed put out my naked light. I 
had a safety lamp at the face and 
when the man who had been working 
in the counter level came we went 



cltcmont In which everybody was la- 
boring, five more precious lives were 
added to the death toll. 

At 1 o'clock yesterday nothing was 
known outside as to what progress 
had been made with the work of res- 
cue inside. A few minutes later Chief 
Inspector of Alines Shepherd, accom- 
panied by Inspector Dick, entered the 
tunnel, and a few minutes later a 
miner coming out brought word that 
live bodies had been found. Then 
again there was a long silence, and 
the waiting crowd, all of whom had 
some friend or relative in the dark 
mysteries of the mine, discussed the 
situation, and recalled some coinci- 
dence. There was a boy, Qulnn, and 
it was recalled that his mother had 
lost two husbands in the mine, and 
only a few months ago lost a son in 
the upper country. There was a 
Thomas among the prisoners and it 
was mentioned that he had escaped 
in a former explosion while his father 
had been killed. Jack Wargo, a well 
known gunman, had just started work 
that morning after a week's hunting 
trip, and the victim of two previous 
severe accidents had at last been 
trapped. 

One of the first men found was so 
badly blackened that he was taken 
for a colored man and old Jerry Lewis 
was reported dead. But Jerry had 
not gone out and was at the tunnel 
mouth to say that he was a safe man. 
Two men had quit from the very 
level In which the explosion had oc- 
curred, and had only got out of tho 
danger zone when the explosion oc- 
curred.

IN SUPREME COURT 

Trial of British Columbia Case In- 
volving Commissions on 
Railway Land Sales 

OTTAAVA, Oct. fi. — In the supreme 
court the appeal In Nelson and Fort 
Sbepparrt Railway company vs. Buck- 
worth was heard. Buckworth acted as 
the. company's land agent at Ymir, B. 
C, under an agreement with the con- 
dition that the right to commissions 
on sales should terminate with the ter- 
mination of the agency. He claimed 
commissions on sales in respect to 
which negotiations began wihilc he was 
agent, but concluded after the agency 
terminated, and at tho trial received 
judgment for $H,500 as commission on 
the sale of the Porto Rico timber 
limits for $70,000, and a reference as to 
other sales, on which the company was 
ordered to pay commissions at the rate 
of 5 per cent on the selling prices from 
time to time, instalments being paid 
under contract. This judgment was 
aifflrmed by the full court on appeal, 
Air. Justice Irving dissenting. 

The appellant's contention Is that by 
tho terms of the appointment commis- 
sions ceased to be, payable . on the ter- 
mination of the agency, and that in the 
■ uses in question lie acted as broker for 
the purchasers and forfeited any right 
to compensation In respect to sales. A.

The Story of the Umbrella. 

The first man ti> carry an umbrella 
about in London was Jonas Hun way 
and a very had time of it the people 
of London gave hitn. He was born In 
1712, and, while still a young man. 
travelled as a merchant in Persia and 
Russia and other lands. He travelled 
into lands • where his life and goods 
were in danger, but he had no fear. 
When he found how useful the um- 
brella was In those lands, he made up 
his mind to use it for lii:s protection 
against the weather In England. So, 
when he was thirty-eight years old, he 
opened the lirst umbrella ever carried 
by a man In a London street. Ho was 
the first man to walk with one, not the 
iirst person. 

Before I lan way was horn women 
had used umbrellas, but the umbrella 
was thought to be as feminliK; as the 
veil for the face is now; and that was 
one of the reasons why the stupid peo- 
ple of Hallway's day made lull of him. 
It was ridiculous, they said, for a man 
to carry about a woman's thing. So, 
while the more dignitled people poked 
fun tit him, boys pelted him with stale 
vegetables and bad eggs, and made 
his life a misery to him. -Must of us 
would have preferred the rain to the 
storm of eggs and cabbages which the 
sight of the umbrella brought down 
upon the head of poor Julias Hauway. 

The owners of coaches plilng for 
hire at that day said the umbrella 
would ruin theii trade. Other people 
'thought thai the umbrella was an in- 
sult to Lied, i nless the rain were in- 
tended to w ft I pie, they raid. it 

would not be sent; certainly nobody 
had a right to keep ofl the rain u itii 
an umbrella. Rut Jonas went on his 
way with his stunt umbrella over his 
head, never heeding the eggs and cab- 
bages, and dirty water Hung over hitn 
from the houses. "it will soon lie 
popular," he used to say.

KEEMUN OFFER 



Drifting Jeanette Wanted Tow 
From Liner But Is 
Refused 



En route to Tacoma from Victoria 
on Tuesday morning the Blue Funnel 
liner Keemun, Capt. Conradi, encoun- 
tered a gasoline launch In distress. The 
signals of the small craft were sighted 
by Capt. Conradi and Pilot T. S. Bur- 
ley, jr., about 1 o'clock and, although 
the Keemun was hurrying to Tacoma 
'With a valuable cargo of silk, which Is 
always rush freight, she went to the 
assistance of the launch. It proved 
to be the Jeanette, and when the big 
liner was brought to a standstill the 
captain of the launch stated that he 
ihad been adrift with disabled machin- 
ery for two days. 

"We are In need of food and want 
you to tow us to port," he said to Capt. 
Burloy. 

Capt. Burloy suggested that tho four 
men on the craft launch a small punt 
which they carried and come alongside 
the Keemun for provisions. This they 
refused to do. 

"You must take us In tow," declared 
the master of the launch. 

Knowing that to take such a small 
craft In tow behind a steamer like, the 
Keemun would mean the Jeanette's de- 
struction, and seeing a smaller tow- 
craft in the vicinity, Capt. Burley re- 
fused. 

"Wo will have tho law on you if you 
do not take us In tow," shouted the 
enraged captain of the launch. "You 
cannot leave us to starve like this." 

"There is a law against foreign ves- 
sels towing craft between American 
ports," said Capt. Hurley, "find this Is 
a. British vessel." 

As the men refused to launch their 
punt and come alongside the Keemun 
and as the liner hail already lost 30 



minutes of valuable time in tho argu- 
ment, she Btoamed away. 

"There were other small craft within 
plain viow," said Capt. Conradi, "and 
there was no danger that they would 
starve. At any rate, we did the best 
wo could."

MURDER TRIAL 

BEFOR E ASSIZES

fight. Ho did not know how the de- 
ceased was stabbed. 

In his statement the prisoner said 
that all in the boat were paralyzed 
drunk. Chief Campbell said that he 
did not know the deceased. 

Medical Evidence. 

Dr. Hepworth was next called and 
told of seeing the body of deceased 
man in a boat at Steveston. A post 
mortem was performed on the after- 
noon of July 15. The deceased was 
a well developed man, weighing. 1S5 
pounds. The cause of death was a 
wound in the left leg. in the lower 
middle chord on the Inner side of the 
leg. The cut was about an inch in 
length transversely across the leg, 
and was made downwards. The svound 
was three and three-quarter inches in 
depth and penetrated to the bone. The 
wound could have been caused by the 
knife produced. The knife cut the 
femural artery and caused his death 
from hemorrhage. 

Witness said he saw accused on the 
day in question and examined him. He 
found one slight blow across the arm. 
There were two similar bruises 
across the right shoulder. There was 
also a mark on the top of the head. 
The injuries were all slight and did 
not require medical attention. Under 
cross-examination witness said, he be- 
lieved the dead man was standing up 
when he received the cut. The man 
Inflicting the wound would probably 
bo below him. It was a peculiar 
wound to be struck by a vindictive 
man, and must have been Inflicted 
from a man below the Injured man. 
Witness said a man receiving such a 
wound by misadventure or otherwise, 
couid have walked around the boat, 
thus accounting for the blood. 

The wounds on prisoner might have 
been Inflicted by the tiller stick. 

This concluded the case for the 
crown. 

Counsel Addresses Jury. 

S. Perry Mills, EC. C, in addressing 
the jury, said that there was an ab- 
solute and complete denial that any 
stabbing had taken place by his client 
The latter had stated that the won ml 
was struck from below. !1>> would 
show that his client did not inflict 
the wound. He would place In the 
box men who would show that the de- 
ceased was ordered away after he had 
smashed the lamps on Soteros boat. 
He was In such a state of intoxication 
that he wanted to fight everyone. He 
would show that the deceased man 
left the boat, but that he came hack 
and attacked his client. The wound 
was caused by someone else than his 
client and that probably by misad- 
venture. 

Counsel for the prisoner said that 
the crime was placed on his client be- 
cause the body of the deceased was 



found in his boat. His client had never 
inflicted the wound. 

Defense Opens. 

Louis Scalarles was the first wit- 
ness called for the defense, and In re- 
ply to Mr. Mills told the story of what 
occurred on the evening of the death 
of Jordan. Witness told how the llsh- 
ermen went to Point Roberts and got 
drunk. The fishermen were there about 
three-quarters of an hour and were 
drinking all the time. When he got 
to Soteros' boat he was feeling pretty 
good. He had supper, took a drink 
and went to his own boat. Witness 
said he was drunk. He could not say 
how many men were drunk In the 
boat. He saw Antonio Jordan on the 
boat, but did not know what his condi- 
tion was. He saw no quarrelling. An- 
tonio Jordan left Soteros boat before 
he left and witness saw Antonio Jor- 
dan go back to Soteros' boat. 

S. Marvlakes told of going to So- 
teros' boat and having his supper. His 
brother Alexander went with him. He 
saw Antonio Jordan on the boat, he 
was drunk. He was getting sober in 
Soteros' boat. Jordan left the boat, 
taking his clothes with him. This 
was about 11:30 or 12 o'clock. There 
was 110 quarrelling on the boat at the 
time. Jordan took the same boat as 
he went in and came back to Soteros' 
boat; witness was there when he 
came back. He wanted to get his hat. 
Soteros' tola him not to go near the 
boat. Jordan then struck Soteros with 
his hand and knocked him down. 

Witness said a man named Meloss 
was on his boat, and wanted to get 
on Soteros' boat but witness would not 
allow him to do so. When Soteros 
was on his back in the boat Jordan 
was on the top of him hitting him. 
Soon afterward Soteros jumped from 
the boat. 

In reply tn Mr. McLean witness said 
that he heard Jordan call that Soteros 
had a knife and he called upon two 
men to get the knife away. . lor, km 
was holding Soteros down because he 
(Soteros) had a knife, and he wanted 
It taken away from him. 

At this stage the court adjourned 
until 10:30 o'clock this morning.

NEW. YORK, Oct. 6.— There was 
further heavy speculative liquidation 
In all departments of the stock list 
today, and material Inroads on prices 
resulted. United States Steel was at 
time 2% lower than last night's 
closing price, ami 7% be!ow thp top 
the | record price touched on .Monday this 
into „. c , ok Tne ox tent to which this de- 
cline affects the speculative world is 
best judged by the volume of the deal- 
ings, which ar.e eloquent of the wide- 
spread consequence of the fall on the 
pockets of speculative holders. A pow- 
erful stock market pool, embracing the 
most Influential hankers In tho coun- 
try, was created with determined ac- 
cumulation and support of United 
States Steel when It was going up. 
This impression was fostered ill every 
possible way. Finally traders gre\< 
suspicious that they were following an 
ordinary stock market manoeuvre In- 
stead of weighty projects of controlling 
financial authorities. The suspicion 
was aggravated by the signs of pres- 
sure to liquidate, which suggested that 
the leaders and conductors of the cam- 
paign were striving to get out of their 
holdings, 

Tho market lost its mainstay with 
the failure to sustain United States 
Steel, and proved easily vulnerable to 
the effect of the calling Of loans by 
banks. There was less evidence of the 
calling of loans by the banks today. -As 
a consequence, yesterday's shorts were 
disposed to cover at the early decline, 
and prices enjoyed a iirst effective re- 
covery. The reception according the 
Increase In the Atchison dividend was 
the first disconcerting Influence. That 
stock started upwards, but stopped 
nearly two points short of Its high 
price on the movement inaugurated in 
expectation of the dividend increase. 
At the same time heavy selling of 
United States Steel was renewed to 
take advantage of the effect of tho 
strength In Atchison. The inference 
was so plain of further holdings of 
that stock seeking a market that sales 
were renewed in all parts of the room, 
and no effective rally was induced until 
the bears set about taking their prolits 
again by buying to cover. 

Call money went no higher than r>><. 
per cent, compared with the 6 per cent 
maximum yesterday. A more Import- 
ant development was the material de- 
cline In foreign exchange rates. Im- 
mediately discussion started of possi- 
ble gold imports, and the prospect of 
relief by this means for the money 
market was a main factor In the later 
effective raise In prices. Tho net re- 
sults In the way of price changes 
turned out to be small in spite of the 
wide fluctuations. 

Bonds were easy. Total sales, par 
value, $5,036,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.
